David Lindsay, who was born .in 
Australia in 1856, has carried out 
wide tours of exploration in the coun- 
try. Notable among his discoveries

Good Roads in Manitoba 


Big Improvement in Work on Roads 
During Past Year 

Winnipeg.—Great improvement in 
the construction and maintenance o 
good roads in Manitoba for the past 
year is shown in the annual report 
submitted to the Manitoba Good 
Roads Association, The report shows 
that, despite drawbacks, twice the am- 
ount of road work has been done in 
1919 under the Goods Roads Act over 
that of 1918. The amount €xpended 
by municipalities during 1919 for 
roads and bridges on which govern- 
ment percentage was paid is $629,588, 
to which the government contributed 
$305,185. The total amount expended 
by municipalities on roads and bridges 
since the inception of good roads leg- 
islation in the province is $2,963,790, 
the government contributing an am- 
ount of $1,286,381. Over five thous- 
and miles of roads have been author- 
ized improved at an estimated cost of 
$11,649,280, and 298 bridges at an esti- 
mated cost of $769,223, making a 
grand total of $12,418,504 since the in- 
ception of the Good Roads Act. 

The association went on record as 
favoring the promotion of an “all- 
Canadian highway,” in the matter of 
co-operating with the Ontario gov- 
ernment for the construction of the 
transcontinental highway’ between 
Kenora and Winnipeg. A delegation 
will be sent to the convention in Ken- 
ora to get further estimates on this 
project.

Who made the longest will? 

The shortest is not disputed. That 
was made by Lieut.. Frank Kirkley, of 
Sunderland, Engtand, who died on ac- 
tive service in Italy. He wrote: “I 
leave all to her” across the back of a 
photograph autographed “Muriel.” 
This will, including signature and 
date, comprised exactly 11 words. 

It was generally believed that the 
longest will was that of Mr, Edward 
Bush, of Gloucester, whith ran to 26,- 
000 words, but now a London City 
solicitor, in the course of inquiries, 
discovered that the will of Mr, P.’J. 
Miles, of Bristol, Eng., consisted of 
32,000 words. “I know its length,” 
said the solicitor, “because I had to 
read every word of it in old English 
script dating back to 1842.” 

The officials of Somerset House, 
where all the proved wills are kept, 
deny that even this is the longest in 
their keeping. ‘There is one I know,” 
states an official, “which runs to 500 
folios, As there are 90 words to the 
folio in probate papers, this means 
that the will contains 45,000 words.

INFLUENZA HAS 
LATER DANGERS 


| Particular Care Needed When Patient 
Is Convalescent, Says 
Expert 

The influenza convalescent who has 
‘apparently recovered from the disease 
and is yet in a strangely weak and de- 
pressed condition should be the object 
‘of particular care, according to Dr. 
‘Louis I. Harris, director of the Bu- 
reau of Preventable Diseases of the 
New York Health Department. In 
the opinion of Dr. Harris, the after 
care of the influenza patient is most 
important. The co-operation of the 
patient, coupled with the willingness 
to see that the weakness and depres- 
sion are a part of the illness, though 
coming after the disease itself has 
ispent its force, is a big factor in effect- 
jing a complete return to full health. 
On the other hand, the determination 
jto ignore this debilitated condition 
and to fight against it will, Dr. Harris 
Says, frequently bring serious conse- 
quences upon the patient. 

After Effects Bad 

“The subject of the after effects of 
influenza,” said Dr. Harris, “is one of 
particular interest to the scientist at 
the present time. 

“First, and perhaps the most mo- 
mentous condition to be considered, is 
the striking depression, mental, ner- 
vous, and physical, complained of by 
most patients. Those attacked by the 
j disease with moderate severity are al- 
jmost always afflicted with this de- 
pression, which should be recognized 
and dealt with. Those who have had 
mild cases of the epidemic are little 
laffected by depression, and their quick 


return to health and strength gives 
rise to the belief that influenza is 
itrivial. On the contrary, influenza in 


ifs after effects 1s anything but triv- 
ial, and calls. for the application of 
rules of common sense and sanitation 
iwhich are the fruit of years of ex- 
| perience.

A Question of :

Have the People of Canada the Right 
to Buy Their Own Lumber at 
Reasonable Prices? 

The Regina Grain Growers’ associ-| 
ation at their meeting on Saturday | 
last called for an investigation into} 
lumber prices, and in the legislature | 
on Monday, during the discussion of 
the housing scheme, the minister of 
municipal affairs declared that Can- 
ada’s requirements were not being 
met because of the fact that United 
States buyers were outbidding each} 
other, regardless of price, for British 
Columbia’s output, with the natural 
result that prairie province consum- 
ers had to pay exorbitant prices or go 
without needed supplies. He predict- 
ed further large advances in price, and 
even the possibility that, if an em-| 
bargo was not placed on the export 
of lumber, building in this country 
would be brought to a standstill. 

Support for these views is found 
in a recent editorial in the Vancouver 
World headed, “Our Prosperous Lum- 
ber Industry,” which records the fact 
that Australia cannot secure the lum- 
ber it desires in B.C., and is forced 
to go to Siberia for it. The fault is 
not altogether the British Columbia

Rome.—The United States is sav- 
agely attacked by the Epoca, which 
prints a lengthy comment on Secre- 
tary Glass’s letter relative to further 
credits to European countries, 

“Secretary Glass,” the newspaper 
says, “does not take into considera- 
tion the fact that America did not 
participate in the war until western 
Europe was out of danger, and that 
the United States took good care. that 
Germany should not be excessively 
trampled upon and impoverished, she 
being an excellent American client. 
With_the exception of the western 
part of Europe, the so-called ‘peo- 
ple’s peace’ seems to be a prelude to 
new slaughter, Confronted- with this 
situation, Europe is asked to disarm 
completely, while Anrerica plans the 
augmentation of her fleet by spending 
a billion dollars annually, Is disarm- 
ament possible when Russian Bolshie- 
vism, originally anti-militarist, has 
transformed itself into a ferociously 
aggressive power? Russia is in league 
with Germany, which is organizing an 
army for the former, hoping to over- 
turn the peace of Versailles. Invas- 
ion-and destruction of the Polish re- 
public would be a spark that would 
kindle a new fire which would reduce 
the treaty to ashes. Therefore, dis- 
armament is possible, if Russia is the 
first to do so, and why not the United 
States?”
